A method to preferve fruit trees in blof- 
om from the effedls of froft. 


HE Chevalier de Bierenberg of 
© are-told, has difcovered a 
eftually preferving trees in 
¢ fatal cffeéts of thofe trofts 
i fometines in the {pring deftroy the 
_moft promiling hopes of a plentiful crop 

/ Ff fruit. This method is extremely fim- 
ple. He furrounds the trunks of the tree 













in bloffom with a wifp of flraw or hemp. 
The end of this he finks, by means of a 
fione tied to it, in a veffel of {pring water, 
at a little dilance trom the tree. One vel- 


the cord may be lengthened fo as to fur- 
round feverel, before itsend is plunged 
into the water. 4 

It is neceffary that the veffel be plated 
in an open fituation, and by no means tha- 
ded by the branches of the neighbouring 
trees, that the froft may produce all its et- 
feéts, on the water, by means of the-cord 
communicating with it.—This “ke ager 
is particularly neceflary for thofe trees the 
flowers of which appear nearly at the fame 
time as their leaves: which trees ate pecu- 
liary expofed to the ravages of the frolts. 

The proofs of its efficacy, which he had 
an opportunity of obferving in the {pring 
of 987, were remarkably firiking. Se- 
ven apricot efpaliers in his garden began 
to bloffom inthe month of March. Fear- 
ing that they would fuffer from the late 
frofts, he furrounded them with cords as 
above direfled. Jv efle€t, pretty tharp 
frofis took place fix or eight nights! the 
apricottrees in the nvighbouring garders 
were all trozen, and none of them pro- 
duced any frvit, wi ilfiach of the Cheva- 
lier’s produced frui: if @bundance, which
